To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

I  took  up  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  1st  August, 

Dr.  Gordon  having  returned  in  April  to  a  similar  post  in  his  home  area  of 
Northern  Ireland,  and  Dr.  Milligan  covering  the  intervening  period  as  Acting 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

For  some  years  nov,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  also  held  the 
appointment  of  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s 
Local  Health  Services,  and  this  dual  role  has  provided  a  convenient  and 
effective  means  of  linking  together,  locally,  his  responsibilities  for  environ¬ 
mental  health  with  the  day-to-day  divisional  administration  of  the  County  Health 
Services.  The  present  Divisional  Unit  was  formed  from  the  former  Brighouse  and 
Todmorden  Divisions  in  October,  1966,  and  your  Medical  Officer  has  similar 
functions  and  responsibilities  in  the  other  seven  Districts  in  the  combined  area. 

Not  only  in  the  past  has  the  Medical  Officer  enjoyed  this  unique  position 
of  being  able  to  link  the  environmental  and  personal  health  services  in  the 
area,  but  he  has  also  played  a  vital  role  in  identifying  social  problems  in  his 
area.  It  is,  of  course,  very  important  to  avoid  duplication  of  effort  by 
different  departments  who  may  all  have  an  interest  in  what  is  often  a  complex 
family  problem.  With  this  in  mind,  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act, 

1970,  laid  the  basis  for  the  future  unification  of  two  of  these  departments. 
Welfare  and  Children’s,  which  together  with  other  essential  services,  such  as 
Mental  Health  and  Home  Helps,  would  form  the  basis  of  a  new  Local  Authority 
Department  of  Social  Services.  However,  the  line  between  ill-health  and 
social  problems  in  certain  cases  is  difficult  to  determine,  and  one  hopes  that 
these  administrative  changes  will  still  enable  the  family  to  be  regarded  as  a 
whole,  whilst  reducing  the  previous  duplication  of  supervision. 

During  the  past  ten  years,  immense  progress  has  been  made,  particularly 
in  the  field  of  mental  health,  and  in  September,  1970*  the  completion  of  the 
new  Comprehensive  Training  Centre  at  Rastrick  greatly  improved  the  facilities 
for  trainees  not  only  from  the  Brighouse  and  Rastrick  areas  but  as  far  afield 
as  Queensbury  and  Shelf  and  Mytholmroyd.  This  magnificent  Centre,  which  must 
be  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country,  was  officially  opened  by  Sir  Keith  Joseph 
on  the  6th  November,  and,  when  full,  there  will  be  approximately  66  adult 
trainees,  36  juniors,  and  20  in  the  special  care  unit. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  trend  towards  closer  co¬ 
operation  between  the  Local  Health  Authority  Services  and  the  General 
Practitioner  Services.  This  has  taken  the  form,  in  some  cases,  of  the  Family 
Doctors  sharing  premises  with  our  own  staff,  and  the  completion  of  the  new 
Health  Centre  during  the  latter  part  of  1972  will  enable  this  close 
co-operation  to  be  extended  to  the  Queensbury  area.  Towards  the  end  of  1970* 
the  attachment  of  Home  Nurses  to  specific  practices  took  co-operation  yet 
another  step  forward  in  developing  "community  health  teams."  It  has  for  some 
time  been  considered  by  many  people  that  the  separation  of  the  Health  Services 
into  General  Practitioner,  Hospital  and  Local  Authority  Services  has  been 
administratively  clumsy  and  undesirable.  Attempts,  therefore,  to  close  this 
gap  in  anticipation  of  uniformity  of  the  Health  Services  must  pave  the  way 
for  these  future  changes  and  be  of  ultimate  benefit  to  patients. 
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The  vital  statistics  indicate  a  slight  increase  in  the  Registrar 
general’s  estimated  mid-year  population,  compared  with  the  1969  figure,  along 
with  a  rise  in  the  birth  rate,  and  the  death  rate  of  infants  below  one  year 
of  age  showed  a  welcome  decrease  over  the  previous  year's  figures.  Again, 
the  major  causes  of  all  deaths  were  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases,  including 
’strokes'.  Cancer  of  various  types,  and  respiratory  diseases.  The  overall 
mortality  rate  had  decreased  over  the  past  twelve  months  and  the  vital 
statistics  generally  presented  a  satisfactory  picture.  Infectious  diseases 
notifications  pointed,  to  a  certain  degree,  to  the  setback  in  Measles  control, 
when  adverse  side  effects  to  one  brand  of  vaccine  led  to  its  withdrawal  and 
a  period  of  shortage  of  vaccine  which  carried  over  to  the  beginning  of  1970. 

It  is  understandable  that  adverse  publicity  at  the  time  should  make  the  public 
wary  but  the  problems  have  now  been  overcome  and  the  effectiveness  of  Measles 
vaccine  is  beyond  question.  An  innovation  in  immunisation  procedure  was 
introduced  at  the  end  of  the  year  with  German  Measles  vaccination  for  school 
girls  aged  between  11  and  14  years  who  are  at  risk,  priority  being  given  to 
the  older  groups  initially.  This  procedure,  it  is  hoped,  will  help  to 
prevent  serious  congenital  malformations  which  may  occur  in  women  developing 
the  disease  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy. 

In  October,  1970,  arrangements  were  made  to  carry  out  the  Guthrie  test 
on  all  newborn  infants,  with  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Pathology  Department 
of  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary.  This  is  a  test  used  to  identify  a  condition 
known  as  Phenylketonuria,  the  effects  of  which  may  be  offset  if  recognised 
early.  The  Guthrie  test  replaces  the  Phenistix  test  which  is  less  accurate 
and  carried  out  later. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  mention  the  dedicated  work  carried  out  by  the  Old 
People's  Welfare  Committee,  who  contribute  so  much  to  the  comfort  and 
companionship  of  the  "Senior  Citizens, "  not  only  in  the  way  of  luncheon  club 
facilities,  etc.,  but  in  providing  trips  and  outings  to  various  functions. 
Again  those  old  people  who  require  a  closer  degree  of  friendly  attention  and 
help  benefit  greatly  from  the  warden  services  which  include  seven  resident 
schemes  and  nine  private  schemes.  Under  the  Chiropody  Service  a  total  of 
320  elderly  or  handicapped  people  received  treatment  during  the  year. 

A  century  ago  improvements  in  Public  Health  standards  were  related 
closely  to  correcting  the  poor  housing  and  environmental  conditions  which 
contributed  to  ill-health  to  a  great  degree.  In  the  latter  half  of  the 
twentieth  century  we  are  again  faced  with  the  question  of  ensuring  that  the 
community  does  not  suffer  ill-health  from  pollution  and  other  environmental 
hazards.  This  aspect  of  public  health  is  again  receiving  close  scrutiny  to 
ensure  that  adequate  standards  of  safety  and  living  conditions  are  guaranteed. 
The  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  covers  in  detail  the  environ¬ 
mental  aspects  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year.  Eight  unfit  houses 
in  Clearance  Areas  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  the  Council  maintained 
its  policy  of  encouraging  the  improvement  of  several  older  properties  by 
providing  financial  support  in  the  form  of  grants.  Work  continued  on  the 
Shibaen  Sewage  Works  during  1970  with  completion  anticipated  the  following 
year.  Again,  regular  inspection  and  sampling  of  food  and  milk  took  place, 
and  a  slight  increase  in  the  proportion  of  tests  giving  positive  Brucellosis 
results  in  milk  is  an  example  of  the  need  for  close  and  continuing  vigilance 
in  this  particular  field. 

Finally,  may  I  express,  on  behalf  of  the  department,  gratitude  for  the 
understanding  and  courtesy  of  the  Members  of  the  Council,  and  my  appreciation 
for  the  kind  assistance  and  co-operation  of  Mr.  Hopkinson  at  all  times.

Although  Queensbury  and  Shelf  were  amalgamated  in  1937,  the  two  areas 
are  different  in  character,  and,  even  today,  no  full  community  of  interest 
exists.  I  think  the  principal  reason  why  the  two  areas  are  not  now  firmly 
amalgamated  is  the  difficulty  in  communication,  for  there  is  no  direct  bus 
service  between  Shelf  village  and  Queensbury.  Queensbury  village,  situated 
as  it  is  on  the  high  eminence  overlooking  Halifax,  has  unrivalled  views  for 
an  industrial  town.  Because  of  its  average  altitude  of  1,100  feet,  it  is  a 
cold  area  but  often  escapes  the  foggy  condition  in  the  valleys.  Shelf  is 
less  hilly  and  more  residential  in  character.

The  estimate  of  the  jopulation  of  Queensbury  and  Shelf  is  the  mid-year 
estimate  of  the  Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  10,420  as  compared  with 
10,350  for  1969*  He  considers,  therefore,  that  the  population  has  increased 
by  70. 

Birth  Rate 


The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  19-7  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  compares  with  the  rate  of  18.7  for  19&9-  To  compare  the  birth  rate  with 
any  degree  of  accuracy  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  it  is  necessary 
to  adjust  the  crude  birth  rate  by  multiplying  it  by  the  area  comparability 
factor.  Every  district  varies  as  to  the  distribution  of  the  population  among 
the  sexes,  and  in  age  ranges.  The  area  comparability  factor  is  an  attempt  to 
standardise  our  sex  and  age  range  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  Our 
comparability  factor  is  O.96,  which  means  that  with  our  present  sex  and  age 
range,  the  crude  birth  rate  has  to  be  adjusted  downwards  to  bring  it  into  line 
with  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  our  corrected  birth  rate  is  18.9*  This 
compares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  administrative  County  of  17-5  and 
a  birth  rate  for  England,  and  Wales  of  l6.0. 

There  were  14  illegitimate  live  births,  representing  6.8  per  cent  of 
the  total  live  births  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  1.3  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

During  the  year,  there  were  three  stillbirths.  This  gives  a  rate  of  14.4 
per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  13.6  and  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales,  13-0. 

Death  Rate 


The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  11.1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  is  1.6  below  the  rate  for  1969.  The  comparability  factor  for  obtaining 
the  adjusted  death  rate  is  1.07  and  using  this  factor  we  have  an  adjusted  death 
rate  of  11. 9.  This  compares  with  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  12-7  for  the 
Administrative  County  and  of  11. 7  for  England  and  Wales.

Ambulance  Services

is  administered  from  the  Group  Control  at  Birkenshaw,  telephone  number 
Bradford  682211,  and  all  requests  for  the  ambulance  service  should  be  made  to 
this  Centre. 

Appended  hereto  are  particulars  of  the  cases  transported  during  the  year. 

The  figures  are  given  monthly,  and  the  total  for  last  year  is  appended  in 
brackets  after  the  total  in  each  line.  This  table  applies  to  the  whole 
Division.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  split  the  Divisional  figures  to  give 
the  figures  for  Queensbury  alone. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  Home  Nurse  made  2,592  visits  to  149  cases  during  the  year. 

Full  collaboration  has  been  maintained  with  the  hospital  service  and  with 
the  General  Medical  Practitioners  under  whose  direction  the  District  Nurse  works. 

Home  Helps 

There  were  101  cases  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf  being  provided  with  a  Home 
Help  at  the  beginning  of  1970,  and  33  new  cases  were  attended  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  103  cases  were  still  being  attended. 

Of  the  134  homes  attended  during  the  year,  domestic  help  was  provided  for 
120  old  people,  as  compared  with  125  in  19&9-  Domestic  help  was  also  provided 
in  12  cases  where  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  in  2  maternity  cases. 

During  1970,  there  were  23  women  working  as  Home  Helps  in  Queensbury  and 
Shelf,  and  altogether  they  worked  16,498  hours.  Of  these  hours,  l6, 352  were 
spent  in  helping  old  people. 

Chiropody  Service 

The  Chiropody  Service  commenced  in  i960  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
old  people  of  the  district.  This  service  is  available  to  persons  of  pensionable 
age,  to  physically  handicapped  and  to  expectant  mothers  upon  the  recommendation 
of  a  Doctor  or  Nurse. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  that  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  the  service 
as  a  direct  service  with  a  well  qualified  chiropodist.  We  had  320  patients 
receiving  treatment  in  1970  as  compared  with  331  last  year.  Of  these  patients, 
214  attended  clinics,  the  remaining  106  having  treatment  in  their  own  homes. 

The  number  of  treatments  given  this  year  was  1830. 

The  Chiropody  Service  now  seems  to  be  running  smoothly  as  one  of  the 
accepted  services  of  this  department. 

Health  Education 


Health  Education  forms  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors, 
both  when  visiting  the  mother  in  her  own  home,  and  when  conducting  a  clinic. 
Posters,  leaflets,  films  and  other  visual  aids  are  available  and  several 
subjects  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  Health  Visitors  also  gave  talks  in 
schools  dealing  with  personal  hygiene  in  addition  to  the  health  education  which 
they  do  as  a  normal  part  of  the  clinic  service. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 


The  Table  of  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  on  Table  4. 

There  is  at  present  no  purpose-built  clinic  in  either  Queensbury  or  Shelf. 
The  Queensbury  Clinic  was  adapted  by  the  County  Council  from  the  old  billiard 
room  at  the  Victoria  Hall  and  has  provided  useful  accommodation  for  the 
maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics  in  the  town.  The  site  for  the  future 
purpose-built  health  centre  was  agreed  and  it  will  be  erected  on  land  lying 
between  Russell  Road  and  Russell  ®  11  Lane. 

The  Clinic  at  Shelf  is  held  in  the  Church  Hall,  which  is  centrally 
situated  in  Shelf  Village.  The  West  Riding  County  Council  has  now  accepted 
the  need  for  a  small  purpose-built  clinic  in  Shelf  and  this  has  been  included 
in  their  Ten-Year  Plan  for  the  development  of  the  Health  Service. 

Consultant  Clinics  are  now  held  in  the  new  Brighouse  Clinic,  which  has 
very  satisfactory  accommodation.  Eye  clinics  are  held  once  a  week  and 
orthopaedic  clinics  once  a  month.  There  are  also  facilities  for  additional 
clinics,  should  these  be  required. 


HOSPITALS 


Infectious  Diseases 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  were  generally  admitted  to  the  Leeds  Road 
Isolation  Hospital,  Bradford,  and  cases  of  Tuberculosis  to  the  Northowram 
Hall  Hospital. 

Maternity 

The  hospital  accommodation  provided  for  maternity  cases  is  excellent  in 
this  area.  Some  of  our  cases  go  to  Bradford  but  the  majority  are  delivered 
in  the  Halifax  General  Hospital.  This  Hospital  also  provides  us  with  a 
"Flying  Squad"  for  the  provision  of  blood  transfusions  and  emergency  treatment 
in  the  event  of  an  unforeseen  complication  at  a  home  confinement.  We  have 
received  full  information  regarding  mothers  and  babies  when  they  were 
discharged  from  hospital. 

There  is  an  increasing  tendency  for  mothers  and  babies  to  be  discharged 
48  hours  after  the  normal  confinement  and  to  be  cared  for  by  the  Domiciliary 
Midwife  for  the  remainder  of  the  lying-in  period.  This  procedure  was  first 
introduced  in  order  to  overcome  an  acute  shortage  of  maternity  beds  in  some 
centres  but  it  is  now  spreading  to  areas  which  have  an  adequate  number  of  beds 
by  the  standard  recommended  by  the  Cranbrook  Committee,  which  was  that  there 
should  be  provision  for  70$  of  mothers  to  have  their  confinements  in  hospital. 
These  early  discharges  have  created  some  additional  work  for  our  District 
Midwives  but  this  has  been  willingly  accepted.  It  is  inevitable,  however, 
that  the  staff  should  feel  some  apprehension  that  they  may  ultimately  become 
purely  maternity  nurses  and  not  be  permitted  to  use  all  their  professional 
skills .

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


Health  Visitors 


The  Health  Visitor  is  a  qualified  nurse  who  has  undergone  an  extensive 
course  of  training  in  her  speciality.  In  addition  to  her  attendance  at  the 
infant  welfare  clinics,  she  has  a  responsibility  to  visit  every  new  baby  at 
home,  giving  such  supervision  and  advice  as  may  be  required.  In  recent  years 
she  has  been  carrying  out  an  increasing  range  of  screening  tests  for  the 
early  detection  of  such  conditions  as  Phenylketonuria,  Congenital  Dislocation 
of  the  Hip,  and  Deafness.  She  gives  special  attention  to  the  supervision  of 
problem  families  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  are  unable  to  cope  with  the 
increasing  tempo  of  modern  life,  and  she  co-operates  with  other  statutory  and 
voluntary  agencies  to  prevent  any  unnecessary  suffering  among  the  children. 

Much  of  her  time  is  taken  up  with  the  welfare  of  the  elderly  and  the  supervision 
of  home  helps,  and  health  education  is  now  becoming  an  increasingly  important 
aspect  of  her  duties. 

The  Health  Visitors  in  this  Division  are  now  attached  to  the  practices 
of  Family  Doctors  thus  making  for  much  closer  co-operation  between  our  two 
branches  of  the  Health  Service. 

Ante -Natal  Clinics 


Two  ante -natal  clinics  were  held  at  Queensbury  and  two  in  Shelf  each 
month.  Sixty-six  patients  attended  during  the  year,  and  altogether  293 
attendances  were  made  at  the  two  clinics. 

There  were  208  births  during  the  year,  and  all  mothers  received  ante -natal 
care  from  their  own  Doctor  or  from  the  hospital.  Twenty-two  patients  were 
delivered  at  home,  the  remaining  patients  being  delivered  in  hospital. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery

MENTAL  HEALTH 

The  Mental  Health  Service  is  administered  on  a  Divisional  basis  and  two 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  based  in  Brighouse  to  serve  this  area.  In  addition 
we  share  the  services  of  Mr.  Parkinson,  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  who 
has  responsibilities  throughout  the  very  much  larger  catchment  area  of  Storthes 
Hall  Hospital.  The  holiday  and  off-duty  relief  arrangements  with  the 
Officers  based  on  Todmorden  have  worked  very  well.  Quarterly  rotas  have 
been  prepared  and  distributed  to  all  General  Practitioners  and  Hospitals,  and 
also  to  the  Police  and  Ambulance  staffs. 

In-Service  Training 

All  newly-appointed  Welfare  Officers  attend  an  induction  course  at  Leeds 
and  subsequently  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  attend  County  courses  at 
Grantley  Hall  once  a  year;  in  addition,  fortnightly  seminars  are  held  at 
Brighouse.  Suitably  qualified  Officers  are  encouraged  to  apply  for  vacancies 
on  the  two-year  Young  Husband  Course  for  Social  Workers. 

Residential  Hostels 


There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  places  in  residential  hostels  for 
both  mentally  ill  and  mentally  subnormal  patients.  The  County  Council  now  has 
two  hostels  at  West  Ardsley,  and  we  have  occasionally  been  able  to  find  places 
in  hostels  situated  in  neighbouring  County  Boroughs .  With  the  increasing 
turnover  of  patients  in  mental  hospitals,  and  the  emphasis  on  community  care, 
it  seems  likely  that  very  many  more  hostels  will  have  to  be  provided  in  the 
future . 

Division  Training  Centre 

The  new  comprehensive  Training  Centre  at  Lower  Edge,  Rastrick,  opened 
on  the  2nd  September,  the  official  ceremony  being  carried  out  by  Sir  Keith 
Joseph  on  November  6th.  This  Centre,  which  takes  Trainees  from  Brighouse, 
Elland,  Queensbury  and  Shelf,  and  the  Calder  Valley  as  far  as  Mytholmroyd, 
will  ultimately  provide  places  for  66  adult  Trainees,  36  juniors,  and  18  in 
the  Special  Care  Unit. 

Mental  Sub normality 


Regular  visits  were  made  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  all  subnormals 
in  the  area  who  are  under  their  care.

Water  Supply 

Bradford  Corporation  are  now  responsible  for  the  supply  of  water  to 

this  Urban  District.  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  S.  Asquith,  the  Waterworks  Engineer, 

for  the  City  of  Bradford,  for  the  following  information: 

1.  There  have  been  no  extensions  to  the  supply  area  during  1970. 

2.  (a)  The  main  source  of  supply  to  the  Queensbury  and  Shelf  area  is  from 

Thornton  Moor  Reservoir.  During  the  year  1970,  365  bacteriological 
samples  of  treated  water  taken  at  the  source,  and  of  water  taken  from 
consumers'  premises  were  examined.  Of  these  tyb.2%  were  free  from 
coliforms,  and  97-5$  were  free  from  faecal  coli .  Regular  chemical 
analysis  shows  the  water  to  be  of  a  satisfactory  standard. 

(b)  So  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  have  been  no  complaints  of  lack  of  supply 
generally  following  the  carrying  out  of  remedial  works.  (See  Item  5  (b)) 

3.  According  to  my  records,  no  supplies  have  been  restricted  or  closed. 

4.  32  new  houses,  3  farms  and  1  supermarket  in  Queensbury,  and  1  market 
garden  in  Shelf  have  been  provided  with  a  public  supply  during  1970. 

5.  (a)  The  total  length  of  mains  has  been  extended  by  6l4  yards  as  follows 

Queensbury  -  6l0  yards  of  4"  main  for  housing  development 
Shelf  -  4  yards  of  4"  main  similarly. 

(b)  242  yards  of  6"  main,  and  1107  yards  of  4"  main  have  been  laid  to  improve 
supplies  generally  in  the. High  Street,  West  End,  Long  Lane  and  Deanstones 
Lane  areas  of  Queensbury.

This  Council  now  owns  598  properties  made  up  of  180  old  people’s 
bungalows,  322  Houses,  92  Flats  and  4  Cottages.  The  estates  are  scattered 
throughout  the  Urban  area  with  the  largest  concentrations  on  the  Hi 11c rest 
estate,  Queensbury,  and  the  Belle  Vue  Estate,  Shelf.  There  are  still  waiting 
lists  for  accommodation  at  both  Queensbury  and  Shelf,  but  the  demand  is 
greater  in  the  Queensbury  area,  especially  for  old  persons  bungalows.

General 


Table  7  shows  the  monthly  incidence  of  notifications  received  in  respect 
of  infectious  diseases. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

There  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf 
since  1948.  I  consider  that  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  fall  in  incidence 
of  this  disease,  which  is  general  throughout  the  country  is  partly  due  to 
Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

New  immunisation  schedules  were  introduced  in  April,  1968,  and  primary 
courses  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  are  now  completed  at 
fourteen  months  of  age  instead  of  six  months.  These  appointments  are  made 
under  the  County  Computer  Scheme  on  a  divisional  basis  and  will  result  in 
an  increased  number  of  children  receiving  full  protection  against  the  disease. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Routine  vaccination  against  smallpox  is  now  included  in  the  County 
Computer  Scheme,  and  is  carried  out  in  infancy  at  the  age  of  eighteen  months. 
These  appointments  are  arranged  on  a  divisional  basis  and  figures  for 
individual  areas  are  no  longer  available. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

B.C.G.  vaccination  was  offered  to  608  twelve  year  old  and  thirteen  year 
old  school  children.  Parents  of  446  or  73$  consented  to  this  valuable  measure, 
as  compared  with  the  County  average  for  19&9  of  82.1$.  All  these  children 
were  tested.  Nine  of  them  or  4$  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors  and 
presumably  had  been  exposed  to  the  disease  at  some  time,  and  427  with 
negative  reactions  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Heaf  testing  and  vaccination  of  contacts  were  also  carried  out. 

Forty-four  child  contacts  received  skin  tests.  None  of  these  were 
positive.  Fifty-one  children  received  B.C.G.  vaccination,  including  eleven 
babies  not  previously  given  a  skin  test. 

The  figures  under  this  section  are  all  Divisional  ones  as  it  is  not 
thought  desirable  to  pinpoint  localities. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  this  Division  received  records  in  respect 
of  106  persons  in  the  Division  who  had  received  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine 
and,  in  addition,  a  further  5 11  children  were  given  booster  doses. 

Vaccination  against  Measles 

Routine  vaccination  against  Measles  continued  during  the  year,  although 
following  the  withdrawal  of  one  make  of  vaccine  during  19&9  there  was  a 
shortage  of  supplies  available  during  the  latter  period  of  1969  an(^  early 
part  of  1970. 

Tuberculosis 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

Section  172. 

There  were  two  notifications  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year  in  Queensbury  and  Shelf. 
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One  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  recovered  from  the  disease. 

The  number  of  respiratory  cases  on  the  register,  therefore,  was  increased 
by  one  to  twenty-two. 

We  have  a  system  of  special  contact  cards,  and  all  contacts  of  new  cases 
are  investigated,  including  a  follow-up  X-ray  examination  at  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary.  The  older  contacts  are  followed  up  regularly,  and  as  many  as 
possible  are  X-rayed  whenever  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits  the  Divisional 
Area.  The  number  of  known  contacts  at  present  under  observation  in  the 
Queensbury  and  Shelf  Urban  District  is  sixty-four  in  respect  of  twenty-two 
respiratory  cases  on  the  register. 

No  non-respiratory  cases  were  notified  this  year.

A  weekly  service  of  refuse  collection  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year  and  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  employees  of  the 
Cleansing  Department  for  the  manner  in  which  they  worked  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  when  vehicle  breakdowns  and  other  problems 
were  causing  much  concern. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Councillor 
R.  Goodwin,  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  help 
during  the  year.  I  wish  to  thank  other  Chief  Officers  and  Members  of 
their  staff  who  gave  me  valuable  assistance. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and 
co-operation  I  have  received  from  Dr.  S.H.  Brock,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  members  of  my  staff.

I  should  explain  that  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4  and  6  of  the  Factories  Act 
are  enforced  by  the  District  Council  only  where  no  Mechanical  Power  is  used. 
These  sections  cover  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation  and 
drainage  of  floors. 

Section  7  which  deals  with  sanitary  conveniences,  is  enforced  by  the 
District  Council  in  all  factories  whether  power  is  used  or  not. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 


Meat  Inspection 


100$  meat  inspection  was  maintained  in  1970  and  all  the  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  area  were  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations  19&3.  A  total  of  22,894  animals  were  stamped  and  passed  fit  for 
human  consumption  out  of  a  total  of  22,954  animals  slaughtered. 

The  number  of  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  operation  in  the  area  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  2,  viz.  the  Shelf  Bacon  Factory  and  a  small  butchers 
premises  at  Shelf,  killing  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  for  local  trade  requirements.

Hygiene 

On  the  whole  an  improved  standard  of  personal  and  general  hygiene  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year  and  the  standard  of  slaughter  and  dressing  of 
animals  was  satisfactory.  As  in  previous  years  the  quality  of  meat  produced 
at  both  slaughterhouses  was  excellent. 

Condemnations 


The  incidence  of  whole  carcases  condemned  or  rejected  showed  a  small 
increase  on  the  previous  years.  A  total  of  46  carcases  or  per  cent  of 
condemnations  were  either  due  to  Pyaemia  or  the  death  or  moribund  state  of 
the  animal  on  arrival  at  the  slaughterhouse  and  represents  a  considerable 
economic  loss. 

Present  indications  suggest  that  the  responsible  factors  may  be 
attributed  to  the  intensive  method  of  pig  rearing  and  the  inadequate 
management  techniques  employed  in  pig  husbandry.  Pigs  which  have  been 
reared  intensively  are  unable  to  withstand  the  excitement  and  stress  of 
loading  and  transporting  prior  to  slaughter,  and  in  all  cases  such  animals 
should  be  given  adequate  pre -slaughter  care  and  anti  stress  injections  at 
the  farm.  Accordingly,  the  producers  have  been  advised  on  the  procedure  but 
in  many  cases  the  producer  is  unwilling  to  co-operate  due  to  the  added  cost 
of  anti -stress  products  and  increased  labour  involved  in  carrying  out  the 
operation  of  injection.

It  is  very  pleasing  to  record  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of 
animals  affected  with  Pneumonia  and  worm  infestation  with  a  corresponding 
decrease  in  the  total  condemned  which  constitutes  a  considerable  economic 
saving  to  the  community. 

Tuberculosis 


As  in  the  previous  year  no  case  of  tuberculosis  occurred,  the  second 
disease  free  period  for  the  last  six  years .  In  this  respect  we  have  achieved 
the  ultimate  aim  in  the  policy  of  control  and  irradication  of  tuberculosis 
in  food  animals. 
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Bacon  Factory 


In  addition  to  slaughtering  and  the  production  of  bacon  and  ham  a 
full  range  of  pork  cuts  are  prepared.  The  cooked  meat  section  produces 
a  large  output  of  cooked  hams  daily  and  a  sausage  manufacturing  department 
is  also  in  operation. 

Disposal  of  By-Products 

The  bellies  and  small  intestines  of  the  pigs  are  cleaned  on  the 
premises,  and  the  small  intestines  cured  for  sausage  casings.  The  spleen 
and  pancreas  are  collected  by  a  firm  of  gland  supplies  and  used  in  the 
preparation  of  pharmaceutical  products.

Condemned  meat  and  other  inedible  offals  are  collected  daily  by  an 
authorised  by-product  manufacturer  and  subsequently  sterilised  and  converted 
into  fertiliser.

338  samples  of  milk  from  individual  cows  were  submitted  for  the  ring  and 
cream  culture  tests  for  Brucellosis.  46  gave  positive  ring  tests  and  when 
cultured  gave  10  positive  results. 

The  incidence  of  infection  2.95$  shows  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous 
year's  figure  of  2.92$.

Occasional  contraventions  were  found  upon  routine  visits  to  the 
food  premises  and  in  such  cases  letters  were  sent  requiring  works  to  be 
executed  and/or  warnings  given.

Again  we  are  indebted  to  the  County  Fire  Service  for  their  help 
in  inspecting  these  premises  and  making  recommendations  to  the  annual 
renewal  of  licences  as  to  any  matters  in  which  petrol  stores  require 
maintenance  or  alteration.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Refuse  collections  continued  throughout  the  year  fairly  satisfactorily, 
a  weekly  collection  being  maintained. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  period  July  -  October  when  it  was 
found  necessary  to  relieve  18/25  cu.  yd.  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipper 
of  its  duties  due  to  the  high  cost  necessary  on  repair  bills.  Collection  was 
maintained  however  by  means  of  hired  vehicles  during  this  period  until  delivery 
of  a  new  35  cu.  yd.  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Pakamatic  was  received  early  in 
October. 


The  other  vehicle,  a  Morris  7  cu.  yd.  side  loader  equipped  with  night 
soil  tank  maintained  collection  in  the  more  rural  and  inaccessible  areas. 

It  is  expected  that  this  vehicle  be  replaced  in  1971. 

The  bin  liner  scheme  was  further  extended  during  the  year  and  which 
continues  to  be  a  great  success,  42$  of  the  total  number  of  bins  in  our 
district  now  being  supplied  with  liners.

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  The  tip 
at  Hill  Top  was  finally  completed  and  it  was  intended  to  move  to  our 
newly  acquired  tip  at  Cock  Hill,  Shelf. 

However,  facilities  were  offered  to  us  for  tipping  at  a  privately 
owned  tip  at  Halifax  Road,  Shelf,  and  consequently  tipping  has  been 
carried  out  here.  No  charge  was  made  but  we  undertook  to  cover  trade 
refuse  from  the  owners  premises,  and  on  the  whole  this  system  has  worked 
fairly  satisfactorily.

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SWIMMING  BATH 


The  new  baths  were  in  operation  throughout  the  year  with  good 
attendance  figures. 

Routine  checks  were  made  by  the  Bath  attendant  on  the  chlorine 
and  pH  value  of  the  water  and  of  the  ten  samples  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination,  eight  were  satisfactory,  the  two  unsatisfactory  results 
occurring  during  a  breakdown  of  the  chloil nation  plant  and  which  has 
since  been  rectified. 


Civic  Amenities  Act  19&7 

The  department  provides  a  free  collection  service  of  bulky  domestic 
refuse  and  during  the  year  248  special  collections  were  made.  In 
addition,  free  tipping  facilities  are  available  during  normal  working 
hours  and  between  9-00  a.m.  and  3.00  p.m.  on  the  first  Saturday  each 
month . 

People  continued  to  take  advantage  of  this  service  and  a  definite 
reduction  of  indiscriminate  tipping  has  resulted. 

Abandoned  vehicles  continues  to  be  a  problem  and  during  the  year 
28  visits  were  made.  As  a  resuUt  of  which  7  vehicles  were  destroyed, 
the  remainder  being  removed  by  the  owners  concerned  following  action 
by  the  Department.
